In June 1957, the soon-to-be class of '61 was just graduating from element- 
ary schools. 

That fall as timid freshmen we pulled together from many schools, and 
slowly formed our class. The Federation of Malaya pulled together too, and 
became the newest free nation in the world. 

We elected Mickey Alexander as our class president and our Nation's 
President, Dwight D. Eisenhower, sent army troops to Little Rock, Arkansas 
to quell mobs and protect school integration at the high school. 

Soviet Russia launched the first man made rocket, Sputnik, with a dog in- 
side, October 4, close to the date Sondra Martin was voted freshman attend- 
ant in Queen Joyce Stephens' court for Armijo's second Homecoming. 

We had just finished our first year of high school when Congress welcomed 
Alaska as our 49th state. 

Our sophomore class officers, Tom Kemper, president; Tony Salcido, 
vice president; and Frances Trammel, secretary, also homecoming attendant, 
were busily doing their jobs about the time of the tragic Chicago school fire. 

Carolyn Lambrecht was elected sophomore attendant to our first Basket 
Ball queen. Not long after our return from Easter vacation in 1959, the Saint 
Lawrence Seaway opened, allowing ocean ships to go into the Midwest. 

Our Junior year started with leaps and bounds. Tom Kemper, Ron Uchi- 
shiba and Chris Bautista headed the Junior class as our officers. The Rus- 
sians were leaping, too. They had just successfully hit the moon with a Soviet 
rocket which made the trip in 35 hours. 

The United States launched its first Polaris Missile on August 27, 1959. 

As athletes around the world were preparing for the winter Olympics at 
Squaw Valley, Armijo was preparing for the traditional Homecoming. Billie 
Jo Salcido reigned as class attendant. 

The United States was awarded third place in the 1960 Olympics. Pat 
Greenwalt represented the juniors as attendant to our second Basket Ball 
queen, Carolyn Creager. 

The summer before our senior year began was filled with the loud cries 
of Democratic and Republican conventions. Richard Nixon and John F. Ken- 
nedy, two young men, ran a long, spirited and tempestuous campaign. A 
narrow popular margin sent 43 year old Kennedy to the White House in 
January 1961. 

The class of '61 was also making history. In the pages of this book are 
the records and names of graduates, officers, queens, athletic, and scholastic 
stars, who will go down in the annals of Armijo. Event piles on event as the 
class of '61 transforms four years cf todays into one big graduation night 
and all the todays become yesterdays and history.
